Bobs. fron 
All of use We quote from his letters "I recoived the letter from Mr, Keller and 
realized that I had been nogligent about writing to the Re &C. Just to bring you 
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up to date on the activities of myself and therefore rany of the friends of tho 
hospital, I will start from the beginning. As you remember, we were ordered up in 
February 1942 and after spending some tims in basic trnining in the States, we cane 
over. It was a pleasure to fird that within a fow days after arriving I was ordered 
to take over the Orthopaedic Service that you and your brothor and Bradford and Cole 
had set vn andi got going. Noil Rogers was assigned to me as 8 Neurosurgeon, Charlie 
Hearndon and Mike Donovan ronained for sonetine and grave tie a hard, They were a 
troroendovs holy with the influx of patients that we had, there boing only two of us 
on ouz sorvice who did orthcpredic work, namely nyself and Frank Stinchfield*. Bob 
goes om to give an account of what a valuable man Stinchfield is. “Since we were 
about the only functioning group here at thet tine, ve were kept busy vith the 
casualties of tho Air Corps. Many nights were spent in anbvlances with, es you 
ronecter, mo signe and no one giving you a bit of road advice even though you were 
in a goverrnons vehicle, We started rotating the surgical youngor men through the 
service and now aftor two yoors have some very good help to do our work. During the 
. whole of the first year, wo wore kept vory busy and had no time for travel or any 
Loaves of ary tyse. .The main fun that one hal ws going to the Fritish Orthopaedic 
meetings and moeting the nen over hero who had been through Dunkirk, Africa, Italy, 
and all the rest. Girdloestons, Bristow, and Wetson=Jones, Knobby Clarke, Harry Platt. 
Fairbank, and Trueta have beon fun to know and have boen of roal help to use At the 
tine of Dieppe, wes that is. Stinchfield and Ty were ordered out and kad the job of 
taking care of those most wonderful soldiers, tho Caradians, thet is those that wore 
able to get back on the barges. That was something.” Hoe states that they have re~ 
cantly, had a now officer assigned to then, nanely, Noal Moorey who was 4% Ruptured 
and Crippled in 1929 and wno wes on Ven*s and Rohorts® cerviceSeseeoes “For callers, 
T heve hud some fun recently, that is during the past siz months, by seeing Billi 
Cooper, Bil Hindlo, Ross McCarty, and, not so long ago, the one and only, Arthur 
EyreeBrooky whovis now a Lt. Col, and has just como vack from the Africen shou.

Burstoin caro by for a couple of hours oncee 
eseceo After being in the fine old institution that we were in and then suddenly 
being movod in tho middle of a fiold, washing out of the helmet, freezing at night 
end trying to kecp warm in tho mornings and getting sacroeiliacs by the dozen fron 
crawling in and out of pup tents, was sonothing for this crowd, Now it is a routines 
and we ere all doing fine with tho road marches, the driils and the toughening up 
process”, . Furthor on in tha letter, he talis more of their field experiences. “When 
we thought that everything was stable and that we were set for the duration, we found 
out. differen. “We are in tonts, at timos pup tonts, with long waits in tho chow Lins 
and all the things that can occur to a man in the fiold from Limited baths to just 
being vovered with dirt and dust all day, I remember so well going into Abercrombie 
& Fitch in January 1942 and soeing a lovely sleepin; bag that cost about $30. I 
thought the price exhorbitant. I may now say that at 2:00 a.m, I would give $2.80. 
for cad, dwt not s0 long ago good old Stinchfield camo to Bea us and brougnt me a 
blanket which with the proper pins has besn made into ono and now I sleep as warm 
as any of tho rest of the crowd. I now appreciate something that I aid not before 
and that is whon a poor soldier comos into our big hospitals saying his feot acho 
and ono finds somo simple cause for them and knows thet he is right, I know nov 
what the soldier means. Aftor milos of going over the rocks and gravol on real road 
marches,s I have wanted to answer sick call myself but fortunately tne next day = 
have quieted dom onough to cerry on again. To take this bunch and make thom ges 
up at 6:00 a.m, then go and sit on a wind swopt hill, thon cat C rations from caza 
is the extra trauma; it is just like Robert Lovett describing Sciatica ‘the Low 
back pain is in the thurib screw put on tight but the sciatica is the last littio 
turn of tho screw’.

Dr. Wilson has received a letter from Capt. Charles Burstein, He writes, 
"As a matter of fact I had meant to write sooner about some work of interest to you 
which I was doing in my former unit with a radiologist from Mayo's. I+ dealt with 
that famous problem of back-ache and herniated discs. It was proposed to inject a 
radio-opaque substance directly into the nucleus pulposis. An easy and safe method 
was devised and we obtained beautiful pictures of intervertebral discs. ‘Ye were 
disappointed in that.we were unable to show herniations. We did, however, note 
something that might seem funny to you but might tempt you nevertheless to. pursue 
the results further. It was our contention that in certain types of back-ache there i: 
is a flattening of the disc. Injection of non-irritating substance would fill out 
the dehydrated nucleus, and be followed by relief of back-ache as well as increase in 
vertebral motion. As soon as I arrived in England about @ year ago, I was called 
upon to participate in the teaching program of my specialty. Now I have the re= 
sponsibility of furnishing for the services procedures done by men like Alexander 
Lambert and Joseph King. All in all, my stay in the Army hes been rather profitable 
so far as new experience is concerned," He sends his good wishes to all the steff. 
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
